If what is pro- 
posed be in truth a purchase and sale, 
it should be treated as such: and there- 
fore, should Russia decline to buy the 
territory, Japan should keep it and 
conclude peace on the basis of the con- 
cession already made.’’ 

Japan, it is believed, would make 
the further concessions suggested if 
Emperor Nicholas woulq commit himse'f 
to this solution. This statement is bas+d 
upon the words of the Japanese author- 
ity most competent to speak. When 
asked if it was correct as reported that 
the Japanese had safd their last word, 
and that all hope was over. he repli2a: 

“‘No, we have not declared our propo- 
sition of Wednesday was our irredueci- 
ble minimum. We are not assuming a 
threatening attitude. That is not the 
vay to make peace.”

FRANCE READY . 
TO PUSH SULTAN 


Military Demonstration is 
Threatened Unless Mo- 
rocco Accedes. 


Paris, August 24.—The ministers, under 
the presidency of Premier Rouvier, held 
a lengthy special session today. It was 
principally devoted to a consideration of 
the disciplinary measures to be taken 
against Morocco should the sultan not 
yield to the demands of the government 
for redress for the recent arrest of ia 
Franco-Algerian citizen. 

An official communication says that 
unanimous approval was given to the 
instructions to be sent to the French 
minister at Fez, Streno Tailandier, and 
that subsequent action to be taken to 
compel the sultan to give compiete sat- 
isfaction. The nature of this action 
is not disclosed, but it is known that 
it keeps the military occupation of a 
Moroccan town near the Algerian fron- 
tier, probably Oudjda, owing to its prox- 
imity to a large French garrison in Al- 
geria, and to its strategic importance, 
as it commands the route to the interior 
of Morocco and the capital, Fez. 

The latest official advices from Fez 
show that the sultan continues to hold 
the Algerian a prisoner. . 

Following the meeting, Premier Rou- 
vier sent instructions to the French min- 
ister to demand the immediate release 
of the prisoner, informing him that a 
military demonstration would be made 
in case of a negative response, 

Later it was announced that the min- 
isters had decided that in case .morocco 
refused the French demands, the entire 
personnel of the French legation would 
leave Morocco’ simultaneous with the 
military demonstration,

The charter amendment makes it 
obligatory upon the board to put the 
force undpr civil service on April 2, 
1907, and sooner :f the chief, officers 
and men resign and relieve the city of 
its contracts. 

It is said that members of the board 
who want olvil service as soon as pos- 
sible, have taken the position that only 
the eighty-three regular policemen can 
figure in the resigning busmess. ail 
the other members of the force are known 
as “regular supernumaries’’ and ‘‘super- 
numaries,’’ and these, it is being claim- 
ed, will not have the right to resign. If, 
however, the eighty-three regulars re- 
sign, it is said, all the other mem- 
bers will be reelected with them. 


Must Make New Rules. 

As soon as civil service is adopted the 
board must make new rules. Under 
the oharter amendment, the board wil) 
have the right to drop any member of 
the force if he proves unsatisfactory or 
inefficient, and the board is to be the 
sole judge of this. <A discharged man 
will have no right to appeal and he 
cannot sue if he thinks his legal rights 
have been infringed upon 

There are some members of the board 
who do not like the election of the 
officers for life, and In this connection 
it is being said that the board, wh&n it 
asked for civil service, voted to have 
only the men and not the officers elect- 
ed foa life. Just why or how the char- 
ter amendment went through as it did 
certain members of the board are inquir- 
ing and this may come up before the 
board at its next meeting. 

If a policeman, not an officer, is ask- 
ed if he is going to vote to resign so 
that civil service might be instituted, he 
is more than apt to reply: 

‘YT don’t exactly know yet what I am 
going to do. I want to look into the 


matter a little further.”’ ; 


BIG SEIZURES OF TOBACCO. 


Wrapper Leaf Left Tampa Labeled 
as Filler Tobacco. 

New York, August 24.—Seizure of $20,- 
000 worth of tobacco was made today by 
epecial treasury agents in a ware house 
here. When the 108 bales of tobacco 
left Tampa, Fla, on July 25, after ex- 
amffiation there, 60 of them were listed 
merely as filler tobacco, on which the 
duty is 36 cents a pound, but when ex- 
amined today ‘these same bales were 
found to be composed, in a large part, 
of wrapper tobacco, on which the duty 
is $1.85 a pound. As this is Cuban to- 
bacco, there is a. 20 per cent reduction 
on thése duty figures, which, when de- 
ducted, leaveg a difference of $1.13 per 
pound between the duty on the tobacco 
as listed in Florida and that found here. 
The duty was paid at the Tampa fig- 
ures, 

Tariff laws declare that filler tobacco 
which contains more than I!I5 per cent 
ef wrapper tobacco shall be classified as 
the wrapper article.
